Among tbe articles capable of Imi- 


tation and adulteration coffee has long 
had a prominent place. 
It has been 


the subject of Innumerable Jokes lu the 
comic papers. Dealers In special brands 
or In substitutes for It have based 
their advertisements upon the undoubt- 
ed frauds Imposed upon the public. In 
many eating places coffee Is never fur- 
nished, no matter what the bill of fare 
may Indicate, for no coffee enters Into 
the pot from which the liquid Is drawn. 


i the pure food discussions In the last 


session of Congress the Htotoment was 
made that coffee dealers In the United 
Htaetn In the year sold 250,000,000 
pounds of Java nnd Mocha. A special 
student of the subject thinks this esti- 
mate far to small, placing the amount 
nt 000,000,000 pounds of "Java and Mo- 
cha," Bo-called, which did not contain a 
single bean of either. Instead of being 
genuine it Is Brazilian coffee, separated 
from the smaller seeds by menus of a 
sifting machine. The contention seems 
to be supported by the statistics of Im- 
portation, which Indicate that 2,000,000 
pounds of Mocha and 10,000,000 pounds 
of Java were brought Into the country 
In twelve months, From this compara- 
tively small Importation fifty times as 
much "Java and Mocha" were distrib- 
uted through the 
retailers to hum- 


bugged customers. 
Another little com- 


putation shews the extent of the fraud 
from the money point of view. 
The 


"Java and Mocha" combination thus 
prepared from the Brazilian product 
of course commands a higher price 
than the plain Rio. It makes a profit- 
able thing for the dealer If he can sell 
an article under one brand which at- 
tracts a higher price because of Its 
Arabic or East Indian name. 
At the 


usual retail prices the differences easi- 
ly foots up Into an amount to be ex 
pressed by seven figures. In one sense 
this indicates n fraud of great magni- 
tude. 
It is true that many articles 


have trade names which do not repre- 
sent Intention to deceive. 
Tbe pur- 


chaser knows well that he Is not buy 
Ing the genuine article. 
At the same 


time there Is an element of danger to 
the public In the retention of such 
names which open the chanvo for fraud 
In the shape of higher prices for an 
article than could be secured If Its real 
character wore known. The deceptions 
In the shapo of higher prices for an 
der a rigid pure food measure.

F course, cold storage preservation of food In 


varying degrees, ranging from the family re- 
frigerator to tbe Immense plant* of tbe com- 
panies which moke a business of It, Is nec- 
essary In our climate.

sity. And yet It seems relevant to ask If we 


•re not currying the idea too far. Setting aside tbe mere 
pleasures of the palate, Is It really to our advantage to 
eat various foods out of their natural season? The argu- 
ment that food and weather adjust themselves to man's 
real needs does not seem to be unreasonable. Certainly 
we do not require !n the heat of summer such food as is 
necssnry to our welfare during the rigors of winter, and 
conversely It Is fair to assume that such food as is bene- 
ficial In the heat of summer is hardly the kind that will 
best sustain our energies during the cold of winter. Each 
•eason brings the food that Is best suited to It, and It Is 
only our Increasing love of luxury that has made us 
carry the summer products far Into the winter, much to 
their detriment nnd our own.—Indianapolis NCWB. 


8AM JONES, EVANGELIST, 


i VANOELIST SAM JONES, like many anoth- 


er, sowed wild oats In his youth. But, un- 
like a great many, he saw the fo!!y of Itlong 
before the tares had choked out the wheat. 
He repented, arid he made valuable use of 
his early experience In his exhortations to 
his fellow men. lie was not always over 


choice In his language, but he drove facts home In bis 
Inimitable way, and few will deny that hl» labors were 
without fruit. 


The death of the noted evangelist will be mourned by 


the Christian world. He was a Georgia Methodist and 
strong on the old-fashioned revival, but he made his In- 
fluence for good felt wherever he could find an audience. 


Ills strongest characteristic, aside from his religious 


fervor, was his love of family. He was wont to describe 
his wife as,"the sun, moon and stars all put together." 
His reverence for her was beautiful to behold, while she, 
on her part, had an abiding faith in him and usually 
accompanied him on his lecturing tours. 


From the day Sam Jones entered the ministry, many, 


many years ago, he 1ms been steadily pursuing bin cam- 
paign of evangelism. It Ig said of him that he has aver- 
aged 400 sermons every year and has preached to 25,000,- 
000 people. Not oil agree with his methods, but none will 
dispute his sincerity nor doubt that he was a powerful 
agent In the work of regeneration and evangelization.— 
Toledo Blade. 


TOO MUCH READING. 


i HE wise man was of opinion that there were 


too many books In his time, but he does not 
complain of too much reading of them. 
That is a hiibit, perhaps a vice, of this day. 
Mr. E. J. Baker, a Philadelphia gentleman, 
who read to excess, and even read while 
bathing, died in his bathtub the other day 


with n work on social evolution In his hand. It was 
shown at the inquest that lie had heart disease nnd kid- 
ney trouble, from which he would have d'.od. sooner or 
later, but that his surfeit of reading had aggravated these 
diseases and that he took no cure of himself. Mr. Baker 
was accustomed to read a thousand volumes a year, chief- 
ly on scientific and occuil subjects, and sometimes was 


reading ten or a dozen at one time. Such an Intellectttml 
orgy as this, book reading at the rate of nearly three a 
day, must have brought on Intellectual congestion, fol- 
lowed by mental dyspepsia, which must have had a modi 
depressing effect upon Impaired physical organs. He WM 
a most excessive bibliomaniac. He did not obey the In- 
junction of the book of common prayer, "Head, mark, 
learn, and Inwardly digest" He was an Intellectual glut- 
ton, a gorger of books. 


It Is possible that Mr. Baker took his reading too m- 


rlously, and that if he had varied his literary pabulum- 
Bud sandwiched In some pleasant essays, light historical 
romances, or even pphetneral summer fiction, with the- 
ponderous subjects which occupied his continuous atten- 
tion he might stlii have been alive, for "variety U UM- 
Rplce of life."—Chicago Tribune.

|HE other day there was a lynching party at 


Rosebud, Tex.

negative, would have been very useful for the prosecuting 
attorney of the county. 
As It Is, the photographer has 


thrown out a practical hint as to the uses of a camera 
under similar circumstances. 
Riot guns have been ad- 


vised for the use of every sheriff, and where sheriffs are' 
willing to use them on mobs the very fact that they pos- 
sess them at the jails Is sufficient to put an end to all. 
danger of lynching*. But lu many districts the sheriffs 
are too tender-hearted to shoot into a mob arid risk in- 
juring the innocent bystanders along with the ringlead- 
ers. 
Indeed, some sheriffs assume that all persons pres- 


ent are Innocent bystanders. 


If, however, every sheriff were equipped with a cam- 


era and flashlight outfit perhaps many of them would 
be willing to gather evidence on the spot by that means 
for the use of the public prosecutor. The camera would 
at least leave It open to every bystander to prove bj» 
Innocence, while registering the presence of the mob< 
leaders beyond the possibility of an alibi sworn to by the- 
"leading citizens" of the community.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.

FRAUDS IN LETTER BOXES. 


Poatal fl'fflclaU Seek to Protect the 


Public (ram Swindler*. 


"The reason why 
postmasters 
in 


large cltlen exercise care In the rent- 
Ing of letter boxes to patrons," said a 
postoRlce ofllclal to n Star reporter, "Is 
because, unless 
the 
applicants are 


known or identified to the postmas- 
ters, they might rent boxes to persons 
engaged In fraudulent occupations. 


"The postofilce department has- ac- 


complished great reforms within re- 
cent years toward the scraping out 
of fraudulent concerns who use the 
malls to reach their victims, but there 
is one abuse which has not yet beeu 
reached, mainly for lack of suitable 
legislation, and that is tbe private let- 
ter box. 


"Postmasters are required to cause 


the applicant for a box In the cltj post- 
office to certify over his signature that 
the box shall not be used for the pro- 
motion of any fraudulent purpose or 
lu pursuance of an illegal business. 
They also require him to furnish h!s 
address, business in which he is en- 
gaged, if any, as boxes are often rent- 
ed to persons not engaged In business 
uud to women whose correspondence 
Is large, and to give a reference. 
It 


baa not been found that this rule is 
oppressive or obnoxious to any person 
who uoeti not desire to use the Lox for 
an Improper pur{K>se, but It It a i been 
found that U shuts out a great many 
persons who wished a box for illegiti- 
mate purposes. 


"Tbe private letter box should be 


abolished and the attention of congress 


to bft cfill&d to (IS uhlli*. In lari/a 


cities. It "is often impossible to locate- 
persons engaged in conducting fraudu- 
lent 
and 
unlawful 
correspondence 


through the malls.

some store, usually n cigar or station- 
ery store, through which to receive let- 
ters addressed to them, Instead of hav- 
ing them addressed nnd delivered to.
